2o The personnel of tho unit were seen with rifles and submachine guns slung over 
their shoulders. The guns had wooden stocks and drum magazines. Ho heavy weau- 
one or motor vehicles were observed. The soldiers wore riding boots and brown 
breeches with yellow stripes, and a brown service blouse. Their service c olor 
could not be remembered. 

3o The unit had an undetermined number of riding horses. Once 30 mounted soldiers 
were observed riding out of the installation. Small groups of soldiers belong- 
ing to the unit were frequently seen at riding practice on the Vistula River 
neadews near the post. The horses were in good condition and the soldiers seemed 
to bo excellent horsemen.
